FLEE FROM FIRE 
IN PLAZA HOTEL, 


Three Hundred Guests in 
Panic Crowd Stairways 
and Fire Es- 
capes,

SOME JUMP AND ARE HURT 


Thrilling Rescues of Women 
and Children by Firemen, 
Policemen and Citi- 
nens. 


Fire attacked the Plasa hotel, North Clark 
street and North avenue, at 8:80 o'clock this 
morning, and the hundreds of residents there 
were thrown into instantponic. 

The fire started in the basement of the 
big building and shot up the elevator shaft. 
A general alarm, followed by a special, was 
sounded and the department summoned the 
utmost energy to fight the flames. 

The building is an eight story brick struc- 
ture, and the firemen at the outset soneid- 
ered the blaze a serious one. 


Jump from Fire Escapes. 

The smoke quickly filled the entire buitd- 
ing, and all the guests were aroused. 
Scores of them sought safety by way of the 
exterior fire escapes, and some were injured 
by Jumping to the sidewalks from the second 
| floor end of the iron ladders. 

Among the persons injured in this manner 
was Miss Corinne Meredith, who had clam- 
bered down the fire escape from the seventh 
floor to the second and then jumped to the 
Clark street pavement. 

Her right leg was broken. Mise Meredith's 
mother, Mrs. Catherine Meredith, 80 years 


old, was ill in bed. She summoned her 


strength and reached the window and was 
carried thence down to the street by firemen.

The escape of Mrs. E. H. Mason, 884 On- 
tario street, who with her three children was 
visiting Mrs. M. Patridge at the hotel, was 
thrilling. The two older children, Sarah and 
Elvira, 9 and 7 lears old, were able to climb 
down the fire escape without aid, but Mrs. 
Mason went down with her 5 year old son, 
Edward in her arms. She reached the sec- 
ond floor unassisted, and there jumped to the 
street without serious injury. 

Miss Louise Jacobson, a guest, was instru- 
mental in aiding the rescue of a number of 
children.

ENGLAND F ACING 
NATIONAL STRIKE 


Every Railroad Employe in 
Three Kingdoms to Be 
Called Out; Bitter 
Fight Certain. 


100,000 MEN ARE TO QUIT. 


Thrice That Number May Be In- 
volved; the Struggle Means 
Widespread Commer- 
cial Disaster. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, Nov: 1.—Great Britain tonight 
is confronted with the greatest struggle be- 
tween capital and labor in its history, a gen- 
eral strike of all railroad employés in the 
three kingdoms, involving directly 100,000 
men and indirectly thrice that number. 

The final decision to strike was taken to- 
day at a secret meeting of the executive com-. 
mittee of the Amalgamated Society of Rail- 
way Servants. 

‘This union has always been regarded as 
the most conservative and wisely led labor 
organization in the country. Its leader, 
Richard Bell, is a member of parliament, 
noted for his opposition to strikes and for 
the fairness of his attitude toward the rights 
of capital. 

His sanction, therefore, of this strike, 
which, if carried into effect, is certain to 
have serious if not disastrous effects upon 
every class in the community and on the 
commercial interests of the nation, is taken 
to mean that conciliation is beyond hope and 
that only a pitched battle between the rail- 
roads and their employés can settle the ques- 
tions in dispute. 


Strike Leader Warns of Calamity. 


For months the most powerful interests in 
the country have put forth strenuous efforts 
to avert trouble, and no one has worked 
harder for this“ end than Bell. In a recent 
address to s large body of railway men at 
Cardiff he said that a strike would be a 
terrible calamity and that the society in- 
tended to exhaust every means to reach a 
peaceful solution of the trouble before call- 
ing out the men. 

The principal demand made by the railroad 
employés was recognition of the union, and 
this demand has been unwaveringly opposed 
by the railroad companies. The questions of 
wages and hours of labor entered into the 
dispute, but the railroads have absolutely 
refused to treat with the men through the 
union on these subjects. This determination 
of the railroads is the active cause of the 
strike, according to the resolution adopted 
by the executive committee of the railroad 


employés’ union today. | 
Union Recognition the Issue. 


The resolut on says: 

“The conference of representatives of the 
railway men of England, Ireland, Scotland, 
and Wales, realizing the grave responsibility 
involved in the declaration of a national 
railway strike, regrets that the arbitrary 
refusal of the railway companies to meet 
the accredited representatives of the men, 
even to discuss a settlement by friendly 
negotiations, leaves no other course open 
but to carry out the mandate of our mem- 
bers, as disclosed in the result of the ballot, 
and we therefore recommend that the execu- 
tive committee issue notice to the papers and 
to the whole railway service. 

Since the last uneuccessful effort to nego- 
tlate with the railroads through the union 
the employés have been balloting on the 
quertion of calling a general strike, an eyer- 
wheiming majority of the men declaring 
themselves in favor of striking. 

“The resolution means all that it says,“ 
Bell declared tonight. Not only the members 
of the society, but every man engaged in 
the railway service in the united kingdom will 
get notice. 


100,000 Men to Walk Out. 

The utmost secrecy was observed by the 
executive committee in their meeting held 
today and it is impossible to learn what pro- 
portion of the men voted for a strike. Itis 
understood, however, that more than 80,000 
men voted to strike, and that at least 100,000 
men will stop work the hour the strike order 
goes into effect. 

Under the rules of the railroad men’s union 
and the law of the country, however, the gen- 
eral strike cannot 80 into effect for 
weeks, and there is a little hope that in 
the meantime the efforts of David Lloyd- 
George, president of the board of trade, who 
has been working strenuously to bring about 
a settlement, may prove successful. 80 
far, however, Mr. Lioyd-George’s admit- 
tedly great efforts have been unfruitful, 
but in a speech tonight he declared that he 
would keep on trying to secure peace. 

The demands of the railroad men were 
first made months ago and today’s strike 
order has been postponed more than once 
in the hope that the companies would consent 
to discuss with representatives the union de- 
mands for shorter hours and better wages. 
The companies firmly declined to recognize 
the Amalgamated society as representatives 
of their employés, asserting that it does not 
really represent more than one-quarter of 
them. 

Prepare for Bitter War. 

The railroads charge that the present agi- 
tation is due to the growth of socialism and 
curiously enough, while this idea was being 
voiced by Lord Claud Hamilton tonight in a 
declaration that socialism was “ irreligious 
and immoral in its teachings,” Mr. Lioyd- 
George was averring in his address that so- 
clalism was “a bogey of today introduced 
to frighten the unwary,” and that there was 
no danger but a “certain advantage in so- 
cialism insomuch as it stirred the people to 
think.“ 

For weeks the big railroad companies have 
deen making extensive preparations for a 
strike. The Midland railway company is 
fitting up fifty camps, each one of which will 
acco 500 men. The companies claim 
that they have had a satisfactory response 
to the circulars issued by the directors ask- 
mg for information in regard to the men 
who can be counted upon to remain loyal to 
the companies in the event of the declaration 
ef a general strike. 

Meanwhile Britieh railway shares have 
fallen to the extent of millions of dollars, 
and predictions are made that the whole 
question of the management of the railroads 
will be thrashed out before the trouble is 

ended and that their nationalisation will de- 
come a prominent issue. 

The seriousness of a railway tieup in the : 
united kingdom is difficult to overestimate. 
It not only will paralyze the industries but 
soon will starve out the inhabitants of all

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BOYCOTT IN BOSOM OF FAMILY 


Plan Popular with Holland 
Women to Be Tried Here. 


WOE FOR NONUNION HUSBAND 


No Dinner, Bed Unmade, Sour Cream; 
then Will He ‘‘Listen to Reason ?”” 


‘The “famfly boycott —in which the non- 
union head of a household will find himself 
debarred from all the pleasures and priv- 
ileges of his home—may soon become a fact 
in Chicago. When this weapon of unionism 
is used the victim may expect to find no 
dinner awaiting him in the evening. his 
slippers will not be warmed at the fireplace, 
and the newspaper will not be placed by his 
plate—unless he procures a union card, 

This novel weapon, it is said, has been 
used effectively in Holland. It was told of 
last evening at an equal suffrage meeting, 
held at Bowen hall, Hull house, and Mrs. 
T. J. Cobden-Sanderson, the British suffra- 
gette, gave it her hearty approval. 


Idea Comes from Holland. 

D. Izeling, an enthusiastic unionist, and 
one of the few men who took part in the 
meeting, said that the women of Holland 
had taken up the fight for unionism and 
were forcing the men into line by weapons 
that were peculiarly their own. They visit 
each house, he said, learn whether or not a 
man belongs to a union, and, if he cannot 
exhibit a card, begin to argue with him. 

“If the man will not listen to reason, 
other members of the family are visited and 
they are convinced that the boycott must 
be applied,“ said Izeling. “ The wife need 
only hold out his evening meal two or three 
times and the most. ‘cnatinate nonunlonist 
will listen to reason.’ 


„Good,“ Says British Visitor. 

A mighty good idea,“ said Mrs. Cobden- 
Sanderson. 

„Not yet, but it will be tried in some ob- 
stinate cases at once, said a determined 
feminine voice from the first row of seats. 
“TI know a. case where the family will do 
the work all right.“

Employes of Henry G. Dawson 
Ease the Money Market. 


THEY BRING HIM 86,000. 


Concern at 197 North Halsted Has 
Cash for Two Weeks. 


Pay roll worries are not among the cares to- 
day of Henry G. Dawson, manufacturer of 
mantels at 197 North Halsted street. A score 
of his own employés, all workingmen, yester- 
day surprised him by offering him enough 
currency, about $6,000, to carry him through 
two pay days. If Mr. Dawson shall need more 
money before the flurry in the market is a 
thing of history, the men on the other side 
of his desk will bring more. 

It was not the men in the office who came 
bringing the hard earned savings. One of 
the first to knock at Mr. Dawson's desk was

„Mr. Dawson, they say that it’s kind o' 
hard to get money these days to pay the 
men,” said the janitor, as he tugged at a roll 
in his pocket. Here's $200, Mr. Dawson. 
I'd like to help you out if I could.” 

But I can’t take your money. You'll be 
needing it,’’ said his employer. 

No, I don’t need it now. I'll feel safe with 
you taking care of it,“ said the man. 


Procession Bringing Currency. 

Then others followed. Four had §500 
which they left with Mr. Dawson. Others 
had $400 and $300 and some had $50. When 
it was all piled up on the big desk there was 
almost $6,000. And Mr. Dawson had $1,500 in 
currency on hand His pay roll represents 
$3,500, the wages of 375 workers. 

Mr. Dawson's faith in Chicago banks is 
firm. They are as the rock of Gibraltar,“ 
he said yesterday afternoon, Last week he 
made several deposits which would have car- 
ried him through if he had kept Ge money 
in his own safe. 

„I shall need $3,500 for my 1 pay 
roll.“ Mr. Dawson told his bankers. 

“You can have it if it is necessary, said 
the bank. Can't you make a part payment 
in checks? We will certify them.” 

Mr. Dawson said that he had never met his 
pay roll with checks. Then the bank sug- 
gested that he draw $1,500 in currency, which 
he did. 

I guess that we will have to pay in checks 
this week,” the cashier was told. Make 
them out in amounts of 88.“ added Mr. Daw- 
gon. The boys can handle them easier. 


Checks Made Out, but Not Needed. 

So the cashier and the bookkeeper and the 
clerks went to work. The checks were all 
finished before the janitor started the move- 
merit that relieved the money market at 197 
North Halsted street.

Both communl- 
cations related to the John R. Walsh bank 
case. Miss McLean, in her tearful confes- 
sion, implicated as her accomplice Alexander 
B. Gordee, with whom she has been living. 

From the secret service detective who wit 
nessed the stocking episode it was learned 
that Gordee had gone to Mr. Waieh's office

Pair Locked Up in Jail. 

All this was brought out yesterday aftete 
noon at the hearing of Miss McLean and 
Gordee before United States Commissioner 
Mark A. Foote.

Woman Tells Everything. 
The woman, it is believed, has 
everything she knows, including all 


to do anything to save himeelf and seems 
willing to sacrifice his aceemplice, would not 
admit that he had disposed of any Informa- 
tion, though questioned until late last even- 
ing. He would not admit he had gone to 
Banker Walsh, though there is absolute evi- 
dence that he did, or at least that he went 
to Mr. Walsh's office.

Walsh’s Lawyers Brought Into Case. 


The firm name of Mr. Walsh's attorneys, 
Ritsher, Hart, Montgomery & Abbott, was 
brought into the case.

Contents of Letter Kept Secret. 

This letter was introduced in evidence, but 
ite contents also were kept secret at Mr. 
Sims’ request. Attorneys Charles M. Thomp- 
son and Frank M. Fairfield, representing 
. Gordee, made a hard fight to have the let- 
ters read, but Commissioner Foote sustained 
Mr. Sims. 

Miss McLean had no attorney. It was 
whispered about the courtroom that Gordee 
had told his attorneys not to act for her. 
Capt. Porter then resumed the thread of his 
story, beginning with the time that Gordee 
“was brought into Mr. Sims’ office, following 
the interrogation of Miss McLean. This was 
after the stolen letter had been recovered 
from her room. 

“Gordee was asked several times if he 
knew anything about this letter,“ said Capt. 
Porter. He said he never had seen ſt be- 
fore. He was asked if he ever had been to 
John R. Walsh's office. He said he had not; 
thatthe didn't know where the office was, and 
knew nothing about the Walsh case. Heeaid 
that he did not know John S. Miller and had 
never met Mr. Miller in the postoffice lobby. 

“ Afterwards Gordee was confronted by 
Miss McLean in the district attorney’s office 
with the letter. Miss Mclean recognized it 
@e the one she had shown Gordee in the 
Germania restaurant.” 

In the cross examination Capt. Porter said 
he had seen printed documents relating to the 
Standard Oll case in Miss McLean’s room, 
but had not considered them of importance. 


Tells of Shadowing the Pair. 

Lawrence Ritchie, a youngish secret serv- 
dee operative, with a big diamond horseshoe 
pin, who happens to be a grandson of Capt. 
Porter, then related the details of his gum- 
shoe work. 

“Gordee and Miss McLean met on the 
evening of Oct. 18.“ said he. I saw them go 
into the Germania restaurant and sit at a 
table. I could watch them from an opening 
in the restaurant curtain, though they sat 
@ity feet away. They came out of the Ger- 
manta at 7 o’clock and went to a bookstore 
eon the opposite side of the street. They 


5 remained there about ten minutes looking 


over magazines. Then they went to the Plaza 
drug store, where they spent some time look- 
ing over the telephone directory and the city 
directory. Gordee read the letter that has 
been produced in evidence. 

“I followed Gordee from 8 o’clock the next 
gay. At 9:35 he got shaved at the Palmer 
house barber shop. From there he went to 
the Grand Central station and up to room 215 
Mr. Walsh's office. He asked the young 
man behind the railing some questions and 
‘waited until 10:56, when a lame man came 
out and then Gordee was escortedin. Five 
minutes later he came out smiling. He went 
downstairs and for a while watched every- 
body who came out of the building. Finally 
he got on a car and I4eft him.“ 

“Did you ever see Gordee in conference 
with John S. Miller?“ asked Mr. Sims, and 
after objections by Gordee’s counsel had 
been overruled, Ritchie went on: 

“On Thursday, Oct. 24, at 10:45 a. m.. Gor- 
Bee, after waiting for five minutes, met Mr. 
Miller and shook hands with him. They had 
their heads together for six or seven minutes. 
Gordee did most of the talking.“ 


Sees Letter Put in Stocking. 
_  £a£Asked about Miss McLean's theft of the 
- »* @ecoy letter, Ritchie said: 
; “I noticed Miss McLean writing a letter 
morning. When she had finished 
it she folded it up so that it was long and 
fooked around carefully, and, seeing no one 
about, lifted the skirt of her dress and 
-shoved it down the stocking of her right leg.“ 
In the cross-examination Ritchie wes asked 
where he was during this operation, and not 
without an air of pride, he replied: 
BP “I was lying on my stomach on a skylight 
| ust over her head. One corner of it I had 
ralsed on blocks. I had rigged up clothes 
around it, so as to form a sort of dark room, 
and for several days I had watched there for 
‘two or three hours at a time.“ 


Attorney Miller Makes Statement. 

Mr. Miller then asked if he could make a 
sta.2zment.

LETTER TO SHIPPY |r 


SCORCHES POLICE, 


Dr. W. A. Bartlett Says He’ll 
Expose Conditions in the 
Desplaines District. 


APPEALS MADE IN VAIN. 


Chief Denies Charges; Notice Is 
Served by Him on Force Not 
‘to Regard Pulls.“ 


Having had a heart to heart talk with his 
inspectors, in which he announced that the 

‘political pull immunity 3 was a thing 
of the past for criminals in Chicago, Chief 
of Police Shippy yesterday had hfs.attention 
instantly directed to conditions in the Des- 
plaines street district. Charges that the police 
of that station were either corrupt or ineffi- 
cient and that they allowed vice and gam- 
bling to run rampant without molestation 
were made to Chief Shippy in an open letter 
by the Rev, William A. Bartlett, pastor of 
the First Congregational church, Washing- 
ton boulevard and Ann street. The church 
stands in the midst of that district. 

In his letter to the chief Dr. Bartlett said 
that as complaints to the commanding offi- 
cers at the Desplaines street station had 
failed to bring about a change in conditions 
he would begin a full exposé of those condi- 
tions. Four sermons dealing with vice and 
police methods are to be preached by Dr. 
Bartlett, beginning next Sunday. 


Calls In His Men. 

When he read the statement of the minister 
the chief immediately called a second con- 
ference. Inspector Revere, Capt. John Rehm, 
and Lieuts. Madden and O'Connor were 
called to the city hall and shown the Bart- 
lett letter. 

“I want to know the truth about this,“ 
said Chief Shippy, and then for half an hour 
he was closeted with Inspector Revere. 
When the conference ended the chief de- 
clared he would welcome any assistance from 
the minister to better conditions, but re- 
plied warmly to the charges of police col- 
lusion. with criminals. 

“The charges are not true,“ said Shippy, 
„and cannot be substantiated in a dozen ser- 
mons. Madison street and the district around 
Dr. Bartlett’s church are not a Sunday school 
district, but the police are not allowing gam- 
bling or any other form of open vice.. The 
commanding officers of that station have 
not listened to complaints with “ indiffer- 
ence.“ as charged by Dr. Bartlett. They are 
not in collusion with the vice interests. They 
are doing their work in a commendable man- 
ner. I have received a verbal report from 
Capt. Rehm and Inspector Revere, but I have 
called for an additional investigation. I 
do not think Dr. Bartlett can substantiate his 


charges. 
Dr. Bartlett’s Charge. 

Dr. Bartlett’s letter was as follows: 

„ Chicago, Nov. 1.—Chief of Police Shippy, 
city hall, Chicago. My dear sir—As a last 
resort in protest against the reign of law- 
lessness and crime on the west side of the 
city and immediate neighborhood of the 
church, I shall in four sermons reveal to this 
congregation conditions which we are fa- 
miliar with and which apparently receive no 
check from your department. 

„I shal] show that gambling and gambling 
machines are constantly carried on; that the 


lowest and vilest picture cards are exposed 


without protest in the windows of stores, and, 
even worse, are sold over the counters. 

„I shall show that the officers at the Des- 
plaines street station have been repeatedly 
written to and appealed to personally by one 
of the citizens of the west side, who, as a 
physician, is perfectly familiar with what 
these officers also know and ought to put a 
stop to—the flagrant conditions of vice with- 
in a short distance oi this church—and was 
listened to with absolute indifferénce, and 
we have reason to believe there is Collusion 
on the part of the police and keepers these 


dens. 

J shall also show how I pointed out to 
one officer, whose number I shall reveal, the 
conditions in Frank Bros.’ saloon, and which 
are intolerable to decent people; and although 
he stands on that corner from day to day, 
he claims he had never known these condi- 
tiohs. All of which shows that the police 
force in this part of the city is thoroughly 
corrupt, or thoroughly inefficient, and, as 
we are unable to get protection by the 
guardians of the law, we are seeking to do 
it by arousing public sentiment and warning 
our young people. Very truly yours,

Lays Down the Law. 

Every patrolman in Chicago at night had 
repeated to him the chief’s edict of the after- 
noon, that political influence would not be 
allowed to interfere with police work. The 
inspectors who attended the conference re- 
peated the orders to their captains, and at 
roll call last night the patrolmen received 
the same word. 

Inspectors Lavin, MWunt, Kelly, Backus, 
Revere, and Wheeler. Capt. P. D. O’Brien. As- 
sistant Chief Schuettler, and Lieut. O' Toole 
attended the conference with the chief in the 
morning. Each commanding officer was al- 
lowed to explain the work he has been doing 
in his own district. Then Chief Shippy, fresh 
from a talk with Mayor Busse, gave his 
orders. 

** Every policeman must work. There will 
be no transfers because a strong crook is 
arrested. The mayor will stand behind every 
man on the department from the patrolman 
to the assistant chief. Saloons that harbor 
thieves and criminals must be reported and 
will loose their licenses. Each inspector will 
be held responsible for gambling in his own 
district. Assistant Chief Schuettler will take 
charge of it in the loop district. I am not 
going to shake up the department. I am 
satisfied that all are doing the best possible, 
but I want it understood that no criminal is 
stronger than you are.’ 

To further keep his men upon the alert 
Chief Shippy is to begin a series of unex- 
pected visits to the stations. It is not the 
intention of the chief to piperize his men, 
he said, but in order to see that all orders are 
being obeyed he will inspect each station 
within the next week, but will fail to prepare 
the commanding officers for his coming. 


Judge Also Banishes “Pull.” 

Judge Newcomer fell in line with the anti- 
pull policy of the police department yes- 
terday by fining William Henderson $25. 
Henderson is said to have a strong pull“ 
despite the fact that he has a long criminal 
record. He was arrested by Detectives 
Egan and Norton on suspicion. 

“No thief or criminal, no matter how 
‘big’ or ‘strong, he may be, can be bene- 
fited by a pull in this court. said Judge 
Newcomer when imposing the fine. Hender-

RESIST MOVING OF SALOON 


Members of Anti-Saloon League 
to Test Harkin Ordinance. 


NEEDMORE CLUB THE CASE. 


= \ 
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Chief Recommends That James Beetle 
Reopen the Place. 


As a result of the recommendation of As- 
sistant Chief Schuettler that James Beetle 
be allowed to reopen the Needmore club, 
formerly kept by Bob Thomas, the negro 
gambler, the courts are to be asked to pass 
upon the right to transfer saloon licenses 
from one place to another. 

The Anti-Saloon league is to take a test 
case to the courts within a week and ask 
that the validity of a section of the Harkin 
ordinance be ed upon. Should the 
courts decide that a license for a saloon at 
some particular place cannot be transferred 
to another person at a different location 
nearly 300 sal S now operating under 
transferred licenses will be closed. 

Corporation ‘Counsel Brundage has given 
an oral opinion that the Harkin ordinance 
conflicts with the state law, which declares 
that a license is not transferable and that 
the city has no right to make the transfers. 


In Face of Adverse Reports. 

Assistant Chief Schuettler’s recommenda- 
tion that Beetle be given a license for the 
Needmore club was given in face of adverse 
reports from Inspector Revere and Capt. 
Rehm. Both declared that Beetle's request 
for a license was a subterfuge to reopen the 
place for Thomas. In reply Beetle sent 
Mayor Busse an affidavit, swearing he pur- 
chased the property and that Thomas would 
have no interest in it. 

Lieut. Alcock of the Central station was 
asked by Chief Shippy to report why H. H. 
Boedecker, owner of the Saratoga Annex 
saloon, 151 Dearborn street, had not been ar- 
rested for violating the 1 o'clock closing or- 
dinance. Chief Shippy is also conducting an 
investigation of saloons in the Twenty-sec- 
ond street district said to be open after hours. 

We are busy preparing to enforce the 
Sunday closing law,“ said Arthur Burrage 
Farwell of the Law and Order league, but 
we have been watching the question of trans- 
ferring saloon licenses. The Anti-Saloon 
league will take care of that question with- 
in a few days. 

The Harkin ordinance restricting the num- 
ber of saloons in Chicago contains a pro- 
vision that a license granted to one person 
for a particular place may be transferred to 
another to be used at another place. This 
was in order to allow the same number of 
licenses then in force to remain on the books. 


New Prohibition Districts. 


Ordinances providing for two prohibition 
districts were recommended for passage by 
the license committee. The first district is 
the territory bounded by Forty-third, Forty- 
seventh, Honoré. and Robey streets. The 
other district is bounded by Fifty-fifth and 
Fifty-ninth streets and Ashland and Western 
avenues.

High School Pupils to Learn to 
Play Orchestral Instruments. 


PART OF COURSE OF STUDY.

Action in Its Favor by the Board of 
Education Is Unanimous. 


Oak Park is about to undergo a musical up- 
lift. The suburbanites are looking forward 
with much fortitude to the time when every 
high school boy and girl will be tooting a 


(cornet or slide trombone, or experimenting 


with the musical possibilities of clarinets, 
saxophones, and other instruments. 

This advent of orchestral music into the 
suburb will follow a recent order of the school 
board that instrumental music shall be in- 
cluded in the high school curriculum on a 
par with Latin, geometry, and other general- 
ly accepted major studies.“ 

Recently the board reached a unanimous 
decision in favor of music. Prof. T. P. Gid- 
ding, teacher of music in the Oak Park pub- 
lic schools, has advocated the musical uplift 
for the last thirteen years.

LONG LOST TO OLD FRIENDS. 


Former Clerk of North Town to Be

New York, Nov. 1.—[Special.]—Currency 
requirements. today created such a scarcity 
of all varieties of legal money that a premium 
was obtained by those who were able to meet 
in part the demand.

LONDON, Nov. 2, 3 a. m.—The Times 
Prints a long letter, cabled to it by W. R. 
Hearst, viciously attacking that paper's 
New York correspondent, the Times itself, 
and England, whose deeds, Mr..Hearst says, 
have been always detrimental to the United 
States, and whom he accuses of readiness 
to secretly aid and encourage Japan to pro- 
voke war with America. 

Mr. Hearst’s characteristically venomous 
outburst was provoked by the Times’ cor- 
respondent in New York cabling here on 
Sept. 29 the Sun’s editoria) criticising the 
sending of the American fleet to the Pa- 
cific, as well as other extracts from New 
York newspapers, and, among other things, 
charging Hearst with causing the Spanish 
war. 

The Times editorially taunts Hearst with 
timing hie ferocious letter so that it could 
be cabled to New York to influence Tuesday's 
elections. It retorts upon Hearst by quoting 
passages from Secretary Root’s onslaught 
upon him in November, 1906, and concludes: 

“It would have been simpler and more 
useful as history if Mr. Hearst had sent a 
repudiation of the story in reference to his 
provoking the Spanish war to the magazine 
which printed it, not to us, who merely quot. 
ed the phrase from it; or, if instead of lectur- 
ing us for our comments on the cruise of 
the fleet to the Pacific, he had rebuked the 
Sun, whose scathing criticigm our corre- 
spondent reproduced. but it would not have 
been so effective. It would have had less 
journalistic value, and would have been less 
worthy of Mr. Hearst,”

CRUSH SOCIALISM 
AT BRITISH POLLS 


Municipal Elections in Eng- 
land and Wales End in a 
Conservative Victory. 


8 WOMEN WIN OFFICE. 


For First Time Female Aspirants 


Are Allowed to Seek Seats 
in City Councils. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
LONDON, Nov. 1.—Municipal elections 

were held today in England and Wales. 
They were noteworthy for the almost gen- 
eral defeat of the socialist and other candi- 
dates of advanced views, and for an equally 


‘pronounced triumph for the conservatives. 


Municipal contests here, which formerly 
were invariably fought out out on political 
lines, have been less so in recent years, but 
on this occasion they seem to have reverted 
to the earlier conditions, mainly owing to 
the energetic appeal of the socialists to the 
electors. 

There were probably e thousand socialist 
and advanced labor candidates seeking elec- 
tion in the various constituencies, but only 
@ mere handful were successful—their de- 
feat in most instances being crushing. 

The strong organized opposition to the 
socialists probably was answerable for a 
large proportion of the conservative. gains 
which completely overwhelmed those of the 
liberals and all other parties, but the re- 
sults can also be taken as an indication of 
the continued dissatisfaction with the pres- 
ent liberal government. 

Another feature of the campaign was that 
women were eligible, for the first time, to 
seek election to the municipal council. Sev- 
enteen entered the field, a majority of whom 
advocated an advanced program. Only three 
of them were elected. 


QUAKE VICTIMS NUMBER 200. 


Definite Reports from Karatagh Show 
Complete Demolition of Structures, 
but Relatively Few Fatalities. 


NEW BOKHARA, Turkestan, Nov. 1.—The 
first reports of the catastrophe at Kara- 
tagh were exaggerated. Only about 200 
lives were lost. Most of these perished under 
the landslide which buried 400 of the 600 
houses of the town. o building in the 
town was left standing, the earthquake 
leveling them ali to their foundations. All 
the survivors were without shelter, and a 
relief expedition with supplies has left New 
Bokhara for the scene.

1 . PROSECUTOR IN HOT WATER 
FOR TRYING TO ACT AS JUDGE. 


Attorney Anton J. Zeman, in Absence of 
Jurist, Takes Bench and Imposes 
“Fines” —“ Decisions“ All Reversed. 


A Municipal court in’ session without @ 
judge, sixty-five defendants haled before the 
bar and promptly fined and dismissed, fines 
to the amount of nearly §800 industriously 
collected by two clerks working under the or- 
ders of a pseudo judge, was the state of 
affairs t confronted Chief Justice Harry 
Olson ip the courtroom of Municipel Judge 
Scovel yesterday morning. 

The occasion of the general mixup wae the 
appearance of 112 milkmen charged with sell- 
ing milk which tested below grade; Although 
the milkmen were on hand for trial and 
Anton J. Zeman, assistant city prosecuting 
attorney, was ready, Judge Scovel was ab- 
sent. 

With a zeal greater than his knowledge of 
legal procedure, Attorney Zeman saw no rea- 
son why the trial should be delayed because 
of the mere nonappearance of a judge. He 
considered that he is the regular city prose- 
cutor assigned to the court, that he has 
tried several milkmen’s cases before Judge 
Scovel, that the court usually follows his 
recommendations, and that he is perfectly fa- 
miliar with the conduct of such cases. There- 
fore, he decided he himself would assume the 
judicial toga. 

He stepped up to the jJudge’s desk, ordered 
the bailiff to call the court to order, and 
summoned the defendants before him. Sixty- 
five cases were rapidly disposed of, and coin 
and billg to the amount of nearly $800 piled 
up on the clerk’s desk. Then Judge, Ze- 
man adjourned court. 

But rumors of the unusual proceedings 
had come to Chief Justice Olson, and he 
summoned Zeman and the clerke to his 
chambers. 

J thought my action was valid in the 
absence of Judge Scovel,“ explained Zeman. 
J knew everybody was ready to piead 
guilty. It is customary for the judge to ac- 
cept my recommendation. I thought I wae 
accommodating the milkmen. In most cases 
I imposed the minimum fine, knowing that 
this was the judge’s usual action, and be- 
lieving that my action would be ratified later 
by Judge Goodnow.” 

Justice Olson severely criticised Zeman’'s 
action. He ordered the immediate restora- 
tion of the amounts collected and the con- 
tinuance of the cases to Nov. 12. Later he 
said: 

We have taken no court action against 
Zeman, but his excuse that he intended to 
have Judge Goodnow ratify his act after- 
wards is silly and absurd.“ 

The two clerks, Bitterman and Anthony, 
were more severely scored, and may be diss 
charged for their acquiescence in the mock 
court. 

John P. Lenehan, former chief deputy clerk 
of the Municipal court, pleaded guilty in the 
afternoon before Judge Chetlain to a charge 
of. obtaining a signature by fraudulent

Increased business ae a consequence of 
reduced rates required by our state authori- 
ties have in every case, where fairly tried, 
compensated the corporations. 

Wo deplore the fact that railroad corpora- 
tions have, in some instances, been damaged 
by the efforts of their officers to disregard 
the legislative acts of our states. This has 
happened in every case where they have 
made allegations in the court of sensational 
ciaims Of injury contrary to the facts.

While no developments indicating 
with any surety the present whereabouts of 
the comedian came tg light today, the belief 
is gaining ground among the detectives that 
he has never left the city and ls being kept 
in hiding. 

District Attorney Jerome received Informa- 
tion today, which indicated that Hitchcock 
might be on hig way to Canada. He imme- 
diately telegraphed the authorities in Mon- 
treal to apprehend Hitchcock if possible and 
hold him pending the arrival of extradition 
papers 
Detectives Scout Theories. 

While the theory that Hitchcock has start- 
ed for Canada, and may be there by this time, 
is regarded as a good one, detectives are be- 
coming more convinced that the actor has 
never left the city. They ridicule the theories 
of suicide, murder; and kidnaping. In their 
opinion the fact that Hitchcock's wife con- 
tinues to play’ her part at the Astor theater 
as almost conclusive proof that she is cer- 
tain that nothing has happened to her hus- 
band. All efforts to find him by shadowing 
her, however, have failed.

Defeat of Allen-Lantz 
with Emergency Clause 
Gives Opportunity. 


RUSH WORK ON DAMS NOW 


Action Prevents Present Inter- 
ference with River Obstruc- 
tion; Deneen Seeks Advice. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, III., Nov. 1.—[{Special.]—Im- 
mediately following the defeat of the Allen- 
Lantz bill, with an emergency clause, in the 
senate today, Gev. Deneen asked Attorney 
General Stead to report to him as to the 
power which the state now has to remove 
obstructions from the Illinois and Desplaines 
rivers. 

The bill, which declares the two rivers 
navigable streams and which orders the 
state authorities to proceed by lew to remove 
obstructions from them, was passed by the 
senate, but without the emergency clause. 

If the house concurs in the removal of this 
clause the law will not become effective until 
July 1, 1908. In the meanwhile private in- 
terests affected by it are working night and 
day to complete dams across the rivers. 


Invitation to Hold Up State. 

For all property interests which now exist 
and for those which are acquired before July 
1 the state will have to pay damages when it 
endeavors to clear out the rivers to make 
them nevigable as a part of the deep water 
way scheme. 

The Allen-Lantz bill, as it now stands, is an 
invitation to every. riparian owner with au- 
thority to put a dam across the river, to be 
energetic in so doing in order that he may 
hold up the state when the deep water way 
construction is begun. The state authorities 
may be powerless to prevent it, but Gov. 
Deneen is endeavoring to take every step 
which may be taken independent of the legis- 
lation which the senate refuses to make 


effective until next July. 
A report was submitted to him today by 


Lyman Cooley, showing some of the opera- 
tlons being conducted in the Desplaines 
river. 


Power Company Rushing Work. 


In this report Mr. Cooley said: 

After the close of the regular session, in May, 
the Economy Light and Power company got busy 
and let a contract to one Heyworth, a contractor 
with an office in the Railway Exchange building, 
Chicago, in the last part of July, for a dam across 
the Desplaines river near the mouth of Kankakee 
river, and opposite Dresden Bluff. At this point, 
flowage rights had been acquired from riparian 
owners and a permit wae granted to attach the dam 
to the canal bank and flow against said bank, from 
the canal commissioners in 1004. But operations 
have been stopped by the board of supervisors of 
Will county through a refusal to permit interfer- 
ence with bridges and highways, which would 
be affected by the back water. 

When the adjourned session convened, progress 
had been made. A cofferdam was constructed 
across part of the stream for the purpose of putting 
in the foundation for the dam. Since house Dill 
888 was introduced, the work has been expedited 
with feverish haste, and it is understood that night 
work is being done. All this indicates a purpose 
to establish the dam, if possible, before any restric- 
tive legislation call take effect or any action can 
be taken by the executive. 

It may be a coincidence that the N. senate re- 
fused to pass the house bill with an emergency 
clause. This would at once have settled, 60 far as 
the legislature could do 80, the legal status of the 
stream. Ths bill passed, however, to go into effect 
July 1, 1908, WI. leaves ample time for the 
Heonomy Light and Power company to complete its 
work at Dresden Bluff and establish whatever legal 
status such performance will give. 

Meantime there is no redress except through such 


action as may be iaken by the governor and attor- 


ney general. The attorney general has now under 
consideration the question of the power of the state 
to intervene, the matter having been submitted to 
him by the governor for his opinion. 


Example of Senate Trickery. 


If Attorney General Stead is of the opinion 
that the state is entirely powerless to prevent 
the further building of dams, then it is pro- 
posed to question the authority of the IIli- 
noig and Michigan canal commissioners te 
lease dam No. 1 in the Desplaines river to the 
Economy Light and Power company. This 
dam has been the stumbling block of all

The defeat of the emergency clause in the 


shell game which the senate has been suc- 
cessful in working. The legislature has gone 
through the proceeding of submitting to the 
voters a constitutional amendment to de- 
termine whether or not they want to issue 
$20,000,000 in bonds to create a deep water- 
way and then the senate refuses to pass an 
emergency bill to prevent further encroach- 
ment on the streams to be used in a deep 


waterway. 


Emergency Clause Enifed. 

Senators who opposed the bill say it is un- 
constitutional. Its friends are not of that 
opinion, and they contend that et least the 
state authorities should be given all the 
power which it is possible to give them. 

The thimble rigging tactics which secured 
the defeat of the emergency clause were as 
conspicuous as the results themselves. 
When the bill was called up last night it 
lacked only one of securing the necessary 
two-thirds majority to become effective at 
once. Efforts were being made to secure 
this additional vote when Senator Orville F. 
Berry jumped in with the suggestion that 
the measure be postponed until today. 

„We'll get you your other vote tomorrow,” 
he said. “Let it go over and we'll get the 
vote for you.” 

How a Promise Was Kept. 

This was agreed to, but when it was called 
up this morning the work had been done all 
the other way: It no longer had a chance of 
getting the two-thirds vote. When it was put 
on passage with the emergency clause it was 
given a vote of 29 to 5, lacking five votes of 
the necessary two thirds. The emergency 
clause was stricken off and then it barely 
got the necessary constitutional majority for 
passage, the vote being 27 to 4. 

Senators Barr, Broderick, Gardner, Hen- 
son, and Potter voted against the bill with 
the emergency clause, Senators Baker, 
Berry, Brown, Breidt, Chafee, Hall, Hull, 
Evans, Humphrey, Lish, McKenzie, Pember- 
ton, Stubblefield, and Tiffany did not vote.

Mr. West did not sug- 
gest the name of any other appointee, but 
merely asked that action on Coleman be de- 
ferred for the present. 


New Public Administrator. 

John F. Devine, 630 Robey street, repub- 
lican committeeman from the Sixteenth 
ward, was appointed public administrator 
for Cook county by Gov. Deneen, to succeed 
the late James Reddick. 

Mr. Devine’s appointment will mean the 
rising of a new leader on the northwest side 
in place of the late chairman of the repub- 
lican committee. He has been a member of 
the republican committee for some time, and 
was a close personal friend of Mr. Reddick. 
He was recommended for the place by all the 
committeemen of the northwest side. 

It Mas announced that Mrs. Reddick will 
receive the fees from all estates that were 
filed before her husband died. The office of 
public administrator is a fee office and is 
supposed to net its holder between $20,000 
and $25,000 a year. 

Stanley Field has been appointed a trustee 
of the St. Charles School for Boys, and his 
appointment was confirmed in the list of 
nominations sent to the senate by Gov. De- 
neen. 

Voting Machines Legal Here. 

The decision of the Massachusetts Supreme 
court that a voting machine violates the con- 
stitutional provision that all votes must be 
written will not affect the use of machines 
in Illinois.

Woman's Testimony Strengthens The- 


ory as to Poison Purchase.

Mrs. Vala also told of a conversation she 
overheard between Dr. Waggoner, Joseph 
Mette, and Mrs. Sladek, in which the doctor 
said someone had given Mrs. Mette cold 
water against his orders. She said Joseph 
Mette turned to Mrs. Sladek and said: 

“ You must have been doing this.” 

Dr. George H. Miller, 832 West Belmont 
avenue, attended the Mette family the third 
day after they were taken ill. He said Mrs. 
Sladek appeared perfectly well. He also de- 
scribed the death of Mrs. Mette, and told of 
the presence at the time of all of the family 
except Mrs. Sladek. 

Detective John R. Gleasoon told of the par- 
tial identification of Mrs. Sladek by Druggist 
Starr and the finding of rat poison secreted 
about the house.

ACTION ON JAIL? 


Report of Disclosures Before 
Jury; Indictments’ Shadow 
Is Seen by Some. 


SHERIFF ON GRILL; ANGRY 


Strassheim Has Tilt with Healy 
After Latter Puts Sting- 
| ing Quastions. 


Whether indictments will result from the 
prolonged inquiry of the present grand jury 


as into mismanagement at the county jail 
was an absorbing question in the Criminal 
court building yesterday. * 

It was announced in the state's attorney's 
office late in the afternoon that “ drastic ac- 
tion of some sort was expected. The 
drastic element, however, may turn out 
to be merely a report denouncing the man- 
agement of the jail under the régime of 
Sheriff Strassheim and Jailer Langeloh. 

This was the sort of action taken by other 
grand juries, and it will not be known 
whether a departure is to he made until the 
present jury ends its lab today, which is 
the limit of time for its lease of life. 


Sheriff Has Hot Time. 


All day the jury kept up its grind. For more 
than an hour in the afternoon Sheriff Strass- 
heim was a witness before the inquisitors. It 
was persistently rumored in the building that 
the sheriff clashed more than once with 
State’s Attorney Healy, who examined him, 
and with individual members of the jury. 
When he emerged, the sheriff was excited. 
He made it plain he was indignant. 

was asked some stinging questions, and 
I got mad and let them have it,” he said, 
But I must not talk, as they told me tHe 
sheriff was not above indictment if I revealed 
things that happened in the grand jury 
room.“ 

The state’s attorney afterwards denied. 
having any altercation with Strassheim. 
Judge Brentano, chairman of the commit- 
tee of judges that has been investigating 
the jail; was called as a witness. The jury 
was sworn in by this judge and took its in- 
structions as to the Inquiry from his hands. 
He told much of what he had learned dur- 
ing his recent visits to the jail. His testi- 
mony was intended to supplement the report 
made by a committee of three grand jurors 
which investigated the institution. He was 
before the jury akput twenty pitrtutes. 


Says Guards Sell Whisky. 
Sensational disclosures were said to have 
been made by an attorney who practices in 
the criminal courts. He told the jurors, ac- 
cording to the reports, that. he had learned 
several jail guards had sold whisky and 
other liquors to prisoners and had received 
money to permit gambling. 

In all no less than nine attorneys were 
called before the grand jury as witnesses. 
These were George Remus, S. E. Foos, B. M. 
Thomas, Alexander D. Green, Thomas E. 
Swaneon, Fred Weineman, Charles D. Brad- 
ley, Richard G. Wallace, and J. Kagy. 

Many of the attorneys who were examined 
are said to be connected with legal firms 
which are reported to have been favored 
with Hsts of possible clients at the jail. 

The jury also questioned Phil Stevens, -a

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WANTS HABEAS CORPUS WRIT 


Contends That ‘Extradition Plea Is 
Based on False Charge. 


— 


Release of Patrick Cox, the Irish peasant 
boy who is held in the county jail on a charge 
of murder in Ireland, is to be sought from 
the federal courts on habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings. 3 

The petition for the writ has been prepared 
by Attorney William Dillon, who, with H- 
bridge Hanecy, last Tuesday in Washington 
made an appeal to President Roosevelt and 
the state department in Cox's behalf. 

It is contended that Cox's extradition is 
sought illegally, as the coroner's jury in Ire 
land judged him guilty not of murder but 
unintentional manslaughter, an offense that 
is not extraditable. 


* 

Abduction Is Made Impossible. 
The plea to the Washington authorities 
served the purpose, it is said, of making it 
impossible for the British consular Officials 
to spirit Cox out of the country pending a 
decision on the case by the department of 
state. Cox is in the county jail here. 
Mr. Dillon announced positively that he 
had réceived satisfactory assurances at 
Washington that a decision on the applica- 
tion of the British government for Cox's 
extradition would be “‘ withheld for the 
present” if Attorney Dillon wished to test 
the case against the boy by a suit for a writ 
of habeas corpus. 


Nationalist Societies to Contribute. 
Information has reached Attorneye 2. H. 
O'Donnell and C. A. Toolen, Mr. Dillon's 
law partners, that the British agents in 
America had endeavored to induce certain 
persons to persuade Cox to return to Ireland

They can locate if that is desired, 
but such activity is not popular, as the 
arrest of a big eriminal will mean banish- 
ment to wisch. Therefore crime con- 
tinues to flourish and the detectives them- 
selves are charged with complicity in ge- 
gotiations with the citizen who has been 
robbed to arrange terms under which the 
loot may be returned. If this sort of 
thing were not so serious it would be 
laughable. 

The people of Chicago are under heavy 
burdens of taxation to support the police 
force. The normal work. of a policeman 
is to restrain criminals. The good citizen 
who attends to his daily work in quiet 
faithfulness never causes any anxiety in 
police circles. The large majority of res- 
idents of the city respect the rights of 
others and keep obedient to the lews. It 
is the relatively few that rob, and beat, 


and kill. To Admit that the few who 


make the dangerous element in the com- 
munity have no fear of the police is t> 
admit the complete inefficiency of the‘ po- 
lice system. The nearly six millions of 
dollars spent by Chicago for police is worse 
than wasted if those on the force are afraid 
to arrest a thief when they see him or join 
with thieves in arranging the disposition of 
the spoils of holdups and _ robberies. 
When high police officials openly confess 
the existence of such conditions it is ao 
wonder that those lower down in the force 
are hauled up almost daily for drunken- 
ness, inshit, or other conduct unbecoming 
an officer. 

Shifts of men from one station to an- 
other may have some value now and then, 
but they can avail little if there is no 
strong sense of obligation on the part of 
the individual, The people of Chicago 
are paying out large amounts annually for 
police protection. To do this they are 
forced to let needed improvements go by. 
The teachers in the public schools must 
go without increased salaries. The 
streets must remain unpaved. Unfa vor- 


able ‘conditions in one department und au- 


other must be accepted in order that the 
police may be paid. In return for these 
sacrifices on the part of the people it is 
no more than just that something be done 
by the men on the force. To call them in 
occasionally and tell them to do their 
duty is a sort of administration which le 
puerile. Police are paid to do their duty. 
If any do not they should be allowed to 
seek other occupation at once. 


STANDARD RAILS. 

The frequency of accidents due to broken 
rails led laat spring to bitter, recrimina- 
tioms between railroad managers and the 
steel manufacturers, each holding the 
other responsible. It appears now that 
some good will come from the agitation, 
A committee of the American Railway 
association has been investigating the rea- 
sons why rails break. Three points espe- 
cially were considered, the part of the 
ingot used, the chemical constitution of 
the ingot, and the shape of the rail. On 
the last point all were agreed that Im- 
provements might be made, lessening the 
tendency to break by making the rail more 
homogeneous in character. On the other 
two points experts disagreed, but as both 
questions were questions of fact further 
investigation and rigid test ought to estab- 

The traveling public is interested in all 
endeavors to make travel safer. It is glad 
that the railroads have come to see, what 
laymen have long believed, that broken 
rails were not a necessary incident of rail- 
way travel, but entirely preventable if the 
matter was taken up in a scientific spirit, 
without prejudice and solely to find out 
the truth. There is another phase of the 
action of the railway association which is 
especiaHy significant. The general public 
has no means of its own of deciding the 
rail question and is at the mercy of the 
railway companies. If the public could 
decide that one road between two points 
had safer and stronger rails than another 
it would know which road to choese. But 
the different roads advertise the speed 


or the character ot their trains and gay, 


nothing about the quality of steel used. 
If they did describe the way in which 
their rails were made the public could not 
then decide, But if a standard rail is 
adopted for use on all the principal rail- 
ways of the country, then the public could 
feel assured that the rails used on what- 
ever road one’s journey lay over repre- 
sen the combined results of the best 
in in the business, | 

Early in the history of railroading ft 
was found desirable to use a standard 
width of track. That was a matter of 


convenience. Now it is no less desjrable 


to use a standard rail. This is not a mat- 
ter of convenience but of safety. Com- 
binations of railways to maintain high 
rates are illegal, but no one can object 
to a combination which has for its object 
to protect the lives of travelers. It is to 
be hoped that the committee will soon 
come to a satisfactory decision.

As things have become much 
more complicated in politics the average 
voter wishes seqgecy in his choosing of 
men and measures If he has that and 
has also the assurance that fils vote will 
be coupted as cast the only ‘adMtional 
interest he has in the election is the de- 
sire to know the result as quickly as 
possible. The machine seems the most 
perfected mechanism for securing these 
three fundamental things for the voter. 
To quibble over the method of registering 
the freeman’s will, whether that be shown 
by writing a name with pencil, marking an 
X in front of a name on a printed ballot, 
or registering the preference definitely by 
machine seems trivial. It is such quibbling 
over trifles that brings the courts into dis- 
repute with sensible people. 

How plicated voting in this country 
has . during the last decade is aug - 
gested by kor furnishing machines 
with seven icht, and nine party columns 
where a few years ago two or three were 
sufficient. The more divided people be- 
come politically the greater the desire 
ought to be to simplify the mechanism 
of voting and counting, as it is done 
through the voting machine.

In olden times Sir John Charles Bell, who on 
Saturday next will be inaugurated as lord 
mayor of London, would have been obliged to 
seyer his connection with the big Wenlock 
brewery, from which he derives the greater 
portion of his income. For by statutes en- 
acted in the reigns of Edward H. and Rich- 
ard II. brewels and licensed victualers—that 
is to say, Mquor dealers were forbidden to 
hold any kind of public office. The object 
of these acts was to protect the people from 
fraudulent administration of the laws con- 
cerning drink and food. For in many towns 
it was customary to require not only brew- 
ers but also bakers and other victualers who 
became mayors to give up their business and 
to pledge themselves not to resume it after 
leaving office. 

A curious case in connection with this oc- 
curred in 1507, when ea brewer of the name of 
Crompe was elected mayor of Canterbury. 
He gave the statutory pledges that he had 
retired from business, according to custom. 
But when his term of office expired he re- 
sumed his brewing business. Legal proceed- 
ings were thereupon instituted against him. 
not by teetotalers but by other brewers, who 
complained that while he was in office he 
had gone about canvassing the small re- 
tailers of beer, telling them that if they would 
undertake to sell his ale he would be their 
“very good master in whatsoever they had 
to do in the Court hall,” and that he would 
Bee to it that their pots should not be car- 
ried off on charges of short measure to the 
hall.“ 

These statutes have never been repealed, 
although they have been allowed to fall into 
disuse, and while no one would dream of im- 
puting to Sir John Bell any intention of avail- 
ing himself of his influence and power as 
lord mayor of London to promote the sale of 
his beer during his term of office, yet it is 
just a question whether he will not have to 
resign his chairmanship of the directorate 
of the great Wenlock brewery and to transfer 
his stock in the concern to some other mem- 
ber of his family so as to avoid any question 
being raised as to the legality of his tenure 


of the ehief magistracy of the city of London. 


— 

The insignia of the lord mayor of London's 
office is his gold chain. It dates from 1544. 
that is to say, from the reigu of King Henry 
VIII., and is the oldest mayoral chain of 
office in existence. It is of pure gold and 
consists of twenty-eight “8” links alternat- 
ing with enameled Tudor roses and knots of 
plain gold. Twenty-three years later, that 
is to say, in 1567, it was enlarged to its present 
length of sixtytfour inches, the additional 
links so matching the old that itis impossible 
to distinguish between them. A pendant or 
badge of the city arms was added in 1558. 
But this was lost, and the present cameo set 
in diamonds was acquired in 1607 and reset 
about twenty-five years ago. The collar and 
badge are valued at about $20,000. 

The only city in the united kingdom that 
recognizes the office of lady mayoress as 
sharer of her husband's rank is York. where 
since 1670 she has worn a golden chain and 
carried a silver mounted staff or wand in 
token of her dignity. 

The lord mayor of London has likewise 
four robes of office. On ordinary occasions 
he wears a robe of ribbed purple silk, faced 
with velvet and edged with fur. When ad- 
ministering justice at the Mansion house 
police court he is arrayed in scarlet and sable. 
Black satin embroidered with silver gilt is 


worn at state banquets and official recep- 


tions, while when the king visits the city 
the lord mayor meets him at its entrance 
arrayed in an earl’s robe of ruby velvet 
barred with ermine and looped with gold.

COAL OPERATOR WINS SUIT; 
WABASH SYNDICATE LOSES. 


John S. Jones Gets Verdict of $590,- 
000 Against J. Ramsey Jr. for Pur- 
chases of Lands Made in 1908. 


Litigation begun by John 8. Jones, a coal 
operator of Chicago, against Joseph Ramsey 
Jr., then vice president of the Wabash rail- 
road, William E. Guy of St. Louis, and George 
J. Gould of New York, four years ago, prose- 
cuted in the courts of Missouri, Ohio, and New 
York, resulted yesterday in a verdict in favor 
of Mr. Jones against Ramsey for $500,000, the 
suit against Gould and Guy having been dis- 
missed. 

The controversy arose as a result of pur- 
chases made by Jones in 1902 of 20,000 acres of 
coal lands in Ohio. These lands were bought 
at the request of Gould, Guy, and Ramsey, 
who were managers of a syndicate organized 
for that purpose, in connection with a pro- 
posed extension of the Wabash railroad. The 
Wabash changed its plan later, deciding to 
make no extension into the Ohio territory and 
thereupon the ayndſcme managers repudiat- 
ed the purchase and declined to pay Jones the 
money he had advanced ,amounting to be- 
tween $300,000 and $400,000. 

The trial resulted in a verdict for Jones for 
the amount of money originally expended, 
with interest and compensation for his serv- 
ices. j

The afternoon yesterday was scarcely of a 
kind to invite rhapsodic contemplation of the 
beauties of outdoor existence, The drizzle 
and the lowering sky made being under roof 
@ pleasant plgce to spend the time, and some- 

unusual was required to cause the 
lodder through mud and grime to forget 

w ugly and uninviting nature and Chicago 
are when in their yesterday mood. 

This something unusual was supplied 
at the public rehearsal of the Thomas or- 
chestra. The house was filled, aa it invaria- 
biy fs on Friday afternoons, the heat was 
just as abundant in the concert room, and 
people forgot just as bravely as they ever do 
that they were uncomfortable. The program, 
which was popular,“ began with Gold- 
mark's “In Italy Overture, a work which 
catches and expresses in tones not a little of 
the charm of the wonderful southern land. 

There followed the Richard Strauss “ Sere- 
nade for Wind Instruments,“ which hag in 
Its tonal coloring qualities that set the hear- 
er „dreaming, and then came Debussy’e 
“ Afternoon of a Faun.“ It's strange music, 
that! Or is it music at all? That is, music 
as we commonly know it? Its thematic ma- 
terial seems to be nothing, and yet every- 
thing. There seems to be in it the little 
phrases, the fragmentary bits, the mere sug- 
gestions and glimpses of melody which the 
sensitive ear hears in outdoor Hfe, and yet 
does not realize it hears. The fleeting sounds 
and noises that come and are before the 
sense fully graeps that they ve been. 
The mingling and mixing and tangling of 
them all, and yet the whole blending intoa 
Perfect tonal something that impresses and 
affects us, and which we call musical for 
want of some better and more accurate term. 

> 

Debussy, creating the work, saw in his 
fancy a faun waking at morn and trying to 
reeall to his sleep drunken mind the experi- 
ences of the preceding afternoon, when amid 
golden sunlight of a summer day nymphs 
and naieds visited and caroused with him. 
He cannot discover whether the thought 
springs from actual experience or from a 
dream he just has had. He grows drowsy 
and, longing to hold the fair vision, curls him- 
self in the grass and continues hig dream. 
Thus Debussy transiated his composition, or 
made his composition translate the French 
poet’s * Eglogue.”’ 

To every listener the music will be apt to 
give a different picture. It should not be 
listened to as usual music is listened to, for 
it is merely 4 starter of dreams—a conjuror 
up of fancies. To you it will mean one thing, 
tomeanother. I do not know what may have 
been responsible for the picture that came to 
me—it may have been the Goldmark In 
Italy’ or it may have been just a chance 
memory of a day that seemed made of beau- 
ty andesunshine and heat. But far from 
Orchestra hall and fer from muddy, drizzly 
Chicago Debussy’s magic tone web carried 
at least one listener. There ig on the coast 
of far off Sicily the quaint old city of 
Girgenti,. now little more than a town, but 
once @ place majestic and powerful. Early 
morning had been utilized for the start to 
visit the ruined’ Greek temples that now 
are distant from the town proper, but whicl 
once were the central point of the great city 
that flourished there some twenty centuries 
ago. It was August, and the sun was at its 
tensest, dust lay deep on the long white 
road and cactus and oleander and aloe flour- 
ished everywhere. Half way to the temples 
a stop was made, and through the doorway 
beside an ancient church the way led to a 
garden. It was a tangle of flowers and shrubs 
and bushes, all slightly past their best, but 
a veritable riot of late summer yellows and 
greens with blossom dashes of scariet, of 
blue, of white, and of pink. Fragments of 
Greek and Romam columns lay scattered 
here and there; into the wall of the terrace had 
been set a section of a Greciam frieze—only a 
bit, but exquisite in Mme and pattern. Cy- 
presses dark and thick rose near at hand, and 
a little farther off were olive trees grayish 
green by leaf and whitened by a coat of dust. 
From a terrace the view reached out across 
ail this mingled beauty, history, and ruin 
to where far distant through the sunshine 
that seemed a vibrant, pulsing, living thing, 
lay Girgenti on ite hillside, a yellow brown 
town that is, @ mighty city that once had 
been. 

— 

Wandering along the terrace to a marble 
bench that dated back to Grecian times, 
resting place was found, and there eyes and 
senses feasted on the scene presented. Be- 
tween cypresses near the church showed far 
across the fields the brownish golden temple 
of Concerdia—the loveliest Grecian temple, 
save possibly that of Neptune at Pesto, which 
the world contains outside of Greece itself. 
And then the gaze turning once again could 
wander far across plains now largely va- 
cant and desolate, but all in brown and 
yellow, to where Port Bmpedogles slept by 
the sea and where that sea itself glittered 
blue with a blue that baffles all description. 

Sitting there in the half shade, the sun 
warm and the air sweet, the flash of trickling 
water near at hand was discernible, the 
hum of bees was faintly heard, and dis- 
tant sounds—the tinkle of donkey bells, the 
calls of the muleteers, snatches of song from 
some wide opem Italian throat, the crack of 
a whip—came floating in, were barely heard 

nd yet left their impression. The heat in- 
creased, the temple of Concordia seemed to 
take om a deeper, reddish tinge, the sea 
grew more intensely blue, and Girgenti on 
her height seemed sleeping in the haze of 
August sunlight. Drowsiness came close, 
the whole picture was as a vision or a dream, 
the sounds were mingled and tangled into a 
music that invited languorous idleness and 
half waking contempla Time no longer 
existed, the mind grew lulled to inactivity, 
and only restful, blissful, physical sense 
comfort remained. 

Back to all this the Debussy tone poem 
carried me. Did the sunshine and the color 
and the languor from which the French 
composer fashioned his score mean the same 
to any one else in Orchestra hall? Undoubt- 
edly not, and yet many who listened seemed 
to be dreaming, and each one doubtless had 
some similar vision of beauty and of pulsing 
light. Only to those who hed did the num- 
ber carry its full meaning and message, for 
it is not music to be heard as average music 
is heard. The orchestra played superbly— 
it must have, to weave the spell it did. I 
confess I do not know, for I was not in Or- 
chestra hall save in physical.

Two novelties followed splendidly spirited 
performances.of the Norwegian Rhapsody 
of Lalo and \the Scherzo Fantastique of Suk. 
They were the Ball Scene of Mayseder- 
Hellmsberger and an Improvisation and 
Symphonic Waltz by Mr. Stock. The “ Ball 
Scene” is a transcription for violins (with 
accompaniment of harps, ’cellos, basses, ket- 
tledrums, and triangles) of an etude by 
Mayseder. Musically it is not an important 
creation, but as performed yesterday it 
served to show the virtuoso abilities of the 
violinists of the orchestra in dazzlingly 
brilliant fashion. The men played as one 
man, and a more exhilarating, attractive ex- 


hibition of technical dexterity and tonal, 


beauty has not been made by the orchestra, 
It demonstrated that our strings are all 
they should be.

The compositions of Mr. Stock are in the 
lighter, happier mood, but are masterly.

Deposed Barn Foreman's Petition

Michael Naughton, former barn foreman in 
the school supply department, will carry his 
fight for reinsgatement into the courts today.

If Naughtondoes not get back his position— 
or at least succeed in causing the discharge 
of Bookkeeper Louis Hesse, who. Naughton 
insists, is responsible for most of his troub! 
—it will not be for lack of effort.

With his attorney he attended the meeting 
of the buildings and grounds committee in 
the afternoon and in about three minutes 
started a session even stormier than the one 
at which the schocl board abolished his po- 
sition. 

At the end of the three minutes things got 
so interesting that Trustee Gunderson pro- 
posed an executive session. Then the con- 
versation reached such a pitch it percolated 
through the transom. 

After the session Sullivan asked what ac- 
tion had been taken on Naughton’ &petition 
for a hearing at which charges should be 
preferred against Hesse, who waa fined $50 
by a jury recently for assaulting Naughton.

UTE INDIANS SEE INJUSTICE 
IN POLICY OF MAJ. DOWNS. 


Red Men at Thunder Butte, 8. D., Lay, 
Grievances Before Special Investiga- 
tor Sent from Washington. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 1—A_ serious 
breach has arisen between the Ute Indians at 
Thunder Butte station, S. D., and their agent, 
Maj. Downs. There is danger of a hostile 
collision at any moment, according to the 
report of Capt. Carter P. Johnson, who was 
sent to the scene of trouble in the effort ts 
placate the Indians, who have unlimited oon- 
fidence in him. 

According to Capt. Johnson, the Indian 
agent and himself are at cross purposes and 
his report appeals to the authorities here te 


support him and cause Maj. Downe to abate 


harsh treatment of the Indians. 

The report says that the Indians objected 
to sending their children to a distant board- 
ing school. It adds that the agent hag-cut 
the ration in half; that the Indians aré sin- 
cere in their statement and wish to live in 
peace. 

Capt. Johnson says the Utes are hungry. 
their women and children re suffering, an 
they believe they have been unjustly treated. 

The report of Capt. Johnson says: 

“If these people (the Utes) are furnished 
with sufficient food to sustain life through the 
winter and are allowed to send all their chil- 
dren to day school, they will be just as amena- 
ble to control as the Sioux. One hundred 
pounds of flour and a little patience is a more 
potent factor in the selution of this problem 
than 100 soldiers.” 

Commissioner Leupp of the bureau of In- 
dian affairs accepts Capt. Johnson's report 
as a reflection on that bureau. He said: 

Johnson proceeds on the theory that the 
way to handle troublesome Indians is to set 
them off and feed them. That is not the 
Indian officd theory. We believe in finding 
work for them, and then in permitting them 
to go hungry if they will not accept the op- 
portunity to make ag living.”

Slaughter & Co. had the following letter 
from Odessa, dated Oct. 19: It is the first 
time since I am in Odessa that our port has ab- 
solutely no wheat to export; on the contrary, 
several lots have been imported. Our ship- 
ments from our southern Russian porte may 
last from four to five weeks longer, but after 
that will be small and vary from 750,000 bu 
to 1,500,000 bu/a week, but rather reach the 
tower than the higher figures. The reasons 
for our heretofore liberal exporte from the 
southern ports are high prices, high rate of 
money, and excellent roads, of which the 
farmers make good use to bring the grain 
to the elevator stations and to the ports. 
The continued drought, however, has pre- 
vented the farmers from their fall wheat 
sowing and has done a good deal of damage 
to the corn crep, which is estimated at 75 
per cent less than last year.”

So long as there are no 
mercantile or other failures in Chicago the 
situation may be expected to improve in the 
particular indicated. 


Bank Statement Forecast. 

Known movements of money for the week 
indicate that the New York banks have 
gained $2,570,500. The banks lost to the 
interlor $13,442,500, but gained from the sub- 
treasury $16,013,000,

nominal figures. The movements of money 
last week indicated there would be a large 
gain in cash, whereas there was a loss of 
substantially $12,000,000.

1906. The grand total of all companies in- 
corporated in October, with a capitalization 
of $100,000 and over, including other states 
than those of the east, were $132,425,000, 
against $113,660,000 in September, and $375,- 
876,000 in October one year ago. 


Record for L“ Traffic. 

Traffic of the elevated lines for October 
made an unusually good exhibit. Each of 
the threg roads reporting its traffic showed 
an improvement over last year as well as the 
preceding month of thisyear. In percentage 
of gain the South Side elevated led with over 
85 per cent.
